was not written by Charles Dickens about blood donors. However, it might well have been. 
Anyone looking at the picture of this lovely little girl would feel that helping her in her 
fight for life would be one of life’s finest moments. 

Another Winnipeg hospital will shortly be installing a heart-lung machine. This is good 
news for all the people waiting for this type of operation. It does also present a problem 
to the Red Cross Blood Transfusion Service. An operation of this type requires up to ten 
bottles of blood for a child and up to 20 for an adult. Needless to say, operations of this 
type would not be attempted without a large quantity of whole blood being available in 
the operating room. Any operations in the heart automatically preclude the normal use 
of the respiratory system, as well as the heart itself; the heart-lung machine makes it 
possible to feed the body tissues and especially the brain, with oxygenated blood while the 
surgeon works within the heart cavity. 

The use of the artificial kidney requires eight bottles of blood for each patient. As this 
procedure becomes more commonplace there will be a further load on the blood bank. We 
would not hold back these advances in medical techniques, but the fact must be faced that 
each new procedure is likely to entail more need for blood. That means more donors. 
There has, as yet, not been discovered any way of obtaining the blood needed except from 
human donors. When you give your blood you are as necessary a part of these operations 
as any other member of the team.

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COURAGE IS THE WORD FOR BETTY ANNE 


“Courage is the word for Betty-Anne.’’ That is the way a staff member of the Easter 
Seals Fund that helps crippled children, spoke of this slip of a girl with friendly blue eyes 
and silky hair brushed into a pony tail. 

Betty-Anne will be ten years old in April, but she walked for the first time in her mem¬ 
ory a little more than a year ago—she was stricken with polio when she was two years 
old. It was the family doctor who brought her to the attention of the Easter Seals Fund. 
The fund helps children whose parents cannot afford the money for their treatment. Cost 
of treating a polio-crippled child would drain the resources of most families. 

Betty-Anne’s arms and legs were affected and she had a serious spinal weakness. A 
special brace for her body was only the beginning of her treatment. At one stage she lay 
in a cast for more than a year. The great day of her life came when she was eight years 
old. That was the day when she put her crutches under her arms and walked across the 
floor of the sitting room in her home. “It took all those years, but she can walk,” said 
Betty-Anne’s mother, thankfulness in her voice. 

Betty-Anne is still under the care of the Society, but she has come a long way from the 
day she was taken from her crib to the hospital. She can Walk about her home a bit now 
without crutches. She helps her mother with the dishes, does some dusting, loves to help 
with her baby sister, Louise, with whom she is pictured here. A good student, she has been 
able to attend school regularly this year.
